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RESCUE WORK REGULATIONS. 


General Regulations under the Coal Mines Act, 
1911, made by the Secretary of Mines provide for the 
safe conduct of rescue and other necessary work after 
an explosion or fire, or otherwise in an atmosphere that 
may be dangerous to life, at mines in which coal or 
oil shale is worked, came into force on Ist January. 
They will effect important changes in the organisation 
of rescue work and the training of rescue workers, and 
should be carefully studied by: owners and managers 
of mines and Rescue Station Authorities in comparison 
with the existing regulations which they will supersede.

MINES. 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication 
of the first volume of the new Catalogue of Plans of 
Abandoned Mines. This volume covers the Counties 
of Chester, Cumberland, Durham, Lancaster, 
Northumberland, Westmorland and the Isle of Man. 


In a work of this magnitude and difficulty it is not 
possible to ensure full completeness and accuracy, but 
during the three years which have been devoted to the pre- 
paration of the catalogue all possible steps have been taken 
to make it as complete, as accurate, and as informative as 
possible. The Secretary for Mines will be grateful for any 
supplementary information or corrections. 


The catalogue covers not only the large collection of 
plans of abandoned mines at the Department, but also 
many: plans in private ownership, particulars of which 
have been included by the courtesy of the owners. In all 
it contains entries for nearly 4,000 plans, and it gives for 
each plan, so far as it has been possible to obtain the 
information, particulars of the coal seam or other mineral 
worked, and data from which the approximate position and 
probable extent of the workings can be seen on the 6-inch 
scale sheets of the Ordnance Survey. It contains also a 
large number of references to abandoned mines the plans 
of which have not been found.

The Board of Trade are informed by the Foreign 
Office that a Royal Decree has been issued by the 
Italian Government extending to the provinces 
acquired by Italy as a result of the war the Civil and 
Commercial Codes in force in Italy. Article 42 of the

of the Italian Commercial Code within a period of six 
months from 1st July, 1929.

THE REVISION OF CUSTOMS 
TARIFFS. 





CHANGES MADE AND PENDING. 


We publish below a brief review of the more import- 
ant Tariff changes made during the year 1928, with 
references to further changes known to be in contem- 
plation. This review continues the series started in 
1921. 

New Tariffs have come into force in Chile, Persia 
and Peru. A new Chinese Customs Tariff is to come 
into operation in February, and general Tariff revisions 
are expected to be carried out in 1929 and 1930 in 
Egypt, Roumania, Spain, Turkey and the United 
States of America. Tariff alterations have been made 
in most other countries during the year, sometimes as 
the result of the conclusion or revision of Commercial 
Treaties. These alterations were, perhaps, on a more 
extensive scale in Bulgaria, Canada, France, Poland 
and in the Union of South Africa than in other 
countries. 


EUROPE. 


Austria.—A few minor reductions of duty were pro- 
vided for by the Treaty with Finland (in force 18th 
February). The revision of the Commercial Agree- 
ments with Hungary and France, effective on 15th 
July and Ist August respectively, altered the duties 
on a number of articles, mostly by way of reductions, 
although in a few cases the duties were increased. 


BELGIUM (AND LuxemBurG).—A few reductions of 
duty were provided for by the Commercial Treaty with 
the Serb-Croat-Slovene Kingdom, in force from 9th 
February. Under the Franco-Belgian Agreement, in 
force from 15th April, the ad valorem duties on various 
silk goods were reduced, and several changes (mostly 
increases) were made in the specific duties of the 
Tariff. The negotiations for the Agreement had been 
based on a proposed Belgian Government measure to 
increase the ‘‘ co-efficients of increase ’’ so as to 
adjust specific duties to increased prices following on 
the depreciation of the Belgian franc in 1926. For the 
most part, therefore, the Agreement either fixed the 
‘* co-efficients ’’ at the rates then in force, or at rates 
which, though higher than such rates, were neverthe- 
less lower than those proposed in the Government 
measure—only in a few cases were “‘ co-efficients ”’ 
reduced. The general revision of the ‘‘ co-efficients ”’ 
has not yet been put into force, having been postponed 
pending the conclusion of commercial negotiations with 
other countries.

BuiGaria.—A general increase of Customs duties 
was enforced as from 26th July, when the “‘ agio ’’ for 
the payment of duties in paper currency was increased 
from 1,500 to 2,000 per cent. Certain raw materials 
and some manufactured goods (mainly goods in which 
there is no foreign competition or which are not pro- 
duced in Bulgaria) were exempted from the increase. 
The duties on certain foodstuffs, etc., were reduced 
by the Commercial Treaty with Turkey, effective on 
1st October. 


CzZECHOSLOVAKIA.—Only a few minor Tariff changes 
(mostly in the nature of reductions) have been made 
during the year. 


DrenMARK.—A Law in force from 1st April incorpo- 
rated permanently in the Tariff the duties on 
‘" luxury ”’ articles (applied since 1924 by a series of 
temporary laws), and made a few further Tariff altera- 
tions of mostly a minor character. Proposals to in- 
crease the stamp duties on chocolate and sugar goods, 
and to modify the stamp taxes on cigarettes and other 
tobacco products, are now under consideration. In 
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Iceland the ad valorem Tariff duties were increased by 
50 per cent. in the early part of the year, and the duty 
on coal was doubled. 


Estonia.—A double-column Tariff was introduced in 
September, the “‘ Maximum ”’ Tariff consisting of the 
normal Tariff rates increased by 50 per cent. A few 
minor Tariff changes (mostly reductions) were made in 
June, and it is understood that proposals are now 
under consideration for the increase of the duties on 
various metal goods, including motors and steam 
engines. 


Fintanp.—The Tariff changes made at the beginning 
of 1928 were mostly in the nature of reductions, some 
chemicals becoming duty-free. Later, the duties on 
pickles, etc., and gramophones were reduced, but the 
duties on some fruit preserves (marmalade, etc.), pre- 
served fish and certain cork goods were increased (in 
October) owing to the revision of the Convention with 
Spain. As the general revision of the Tariff is not yet 
completed, it is anticipated that the existing Tariff will 
remain in force during 1929 with a few alterations, 
including an increase of the duty on motor cars and 
a further reduction of the duty on gramophones. 


FrancE.—The revision of the Customs Tariff, which 
was commenced in September, 1927, has been con- 
tinued by measures which became operative in Febru- 
ary, March and April. To some extent these measures 
involved increases of duty on goods not covered by the 
partial Tariff revision of 1927 (although in many cases 
not to the extent proposed in the General Tariff Revi- 
sion Bill of the spring of 1927), but in many instances 
they represent reductions of duty. The increases were 
made mostly by the Law of 2nd March, to which two 
Schedules were attached. Schedule A revised the 
duties on silk and mixed silk goods mostly in an up- 
ward direction, though it also included many reduc- 
tions provided for by the Franco-Swiss Treaty of 
January; Schedule B (the ‘‘additif douanier ’’) pro- 
vided mostly for increases of *“‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff 
duties in view of the extension of most-favoured- 
nation treatment to all German goods. The reductions 
of duty resulted mainly from the Swiss, Belgian and 
Italian Treaties; on some goods they represent reduc- 
tions below the level of the increased rates enforced in 
September, 1927 (though the duties are still higher 
than they were before that date), but on other goods 
(including cotton yarns and piece-goods) they represent 
reductions from the duties which had been in force 
since 1926. ‘The duties on petroleum and petroleum 
products were modified by a Law of 16th March. A 
few further alterations of the Tariff are in contempla- 
tion, but it is not expected that any further Tariff 
revision on an extensive scale will be undertaken in 
the near future. In these circumstances it was con- 
sidered desirable to publish an up-to-date English 
translation of the whole of the French Tariff, and this 
appeared with the issues of this ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 13th 
and 20th December. The certificate of origin regula- 
tions were relaxed in August. 


SyriA.—The duties on a number of goods (mostly 
raw materials, but including also pharmaceutical pro- 
ducts, yarns and some metal goods) were removed or 
reduced on 3rd September. 


Tonts.—In July the duties on certain goods were in- 
creased to the same level as the corresponding French 
duties, French and Algerian goods of the same kind 
becoming (or remaining) duty-free on import into 
Tunis. This marks a further stage towards a Customs 
Union between France and Tunis. 


GERMANY.—Only a few ‘Tariff changes have been 
made during the year. The Tariff classification of 
motor parts was amended by a Law of 15th January, 
and various Tariff changes were introduced as the 
result of Treaty arrangements affecting, inter alia, 
certain animal products, silk velvets and plushes, 
currants, knotted carpets, and soya bean oil. A few 
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further alterations (reductions) of duty are fore- 
shadowed by a Protocol to the Commercial Agreement 
with France, and a Bill to reduce the duties on a series 
of articles has been introduced. The sugar duty was 
increased in December. 


GrEECE.—Many Tariff reductions have been made 
during the year as the result of Commercial Treaties. 
These affect linoleum (Treaty with Latvia, in force 
16th February); many classes of metal goods, boilers, 
and machines, various instruments, china wares, some 
chemicals, colours, some paper wares, cotton hosiery, 
toys and games, etc. (Treaty with Germany, effective 
on Ist July); various animals and foodstuffs, timber, 
etc. (under the Treaty with the Serb-Croat-Slovene 
Kingdom, effective on lst November). Certain further 
reductions, mostly on animals and natural products, 
will be made by the Treaty with Albania, which is not 
yet in operation. On 1st November the “‘ agio ’’ for 
converting gold into paper currency for the payment 
of Customs duties, etc., was increased from 14 to 15. 


Huneary.—A few alterations of duty (involving 
mostly increases) were made on 15th July in conse- 
quence of the revision of the Treaty with Austria. 
Some reductions of duty (affecting, inter alia, some 
sewing cotton, hemp tissues, and tractors) are provided 
for by the Treaty with Italy, signed on 4th July, but 
not yet in force. ‘The duties on a number of raw 
materials, ete., have been suspended or reduced during 
the year. 


Iraty.—The duties on a few goods were reduced by 
the Agreement with France, in force from 2nd April. 
A revised silk duties Convention with France, effective 
on 24th July, increased the Italian duties on certain 
silk yarns and fabrics, but reduced the rates on some 
silk and cotton mixtures. A few Tariff changes were 
made, by Decree, during the year, including an in- 
crease of the duty on medium-quality fire-bricks, 
boracic materials, wheat and wheat flour, and the 
imposition of a duty on coke. Some further Tariff 
reductions are provided for by the Treaty with 
Hungary, signed in July, but not yet in force. 


LatviA.—A revised Tariff came into force on 16th © 


April. It is a two-column Tariff, and practically all 
goods imported into Latvia from the United Kingdom 
now require to be accompanied by certificates of origin. 


LituHuAnia.—The duties on petrol, tyres, motor cars, 
motor cycles, and other vehicles were increased in 
June, and the duties on tea, tobacco, yeast, wines and 
spirits, matches, etc., were modified on 8th October. 
In October a “‘ double-column ’’ Tariff was established 
for certain goods, and certificates of origin are now 
required for such goods. 


NETHERLANDS.—A Bill has been introduced propos- 
ing to reduce the Excise duty on alcohol and alcoholic 
products. This would affect imported goods of this 
kind, as well as those produced in the Netherlands. In 
October a duty of 8 per cent. ad valorem was imposed 
on clogs. 


Norway.—The surtax of 10 per cent. applied to the 
specific duties of the Tariff to ensure payment at the 
gold rate was withdrawn on 6th February. A number 
of alterations of duty were made in June, involving, 
inter alia, increases of duty on lead-covered electric 
cables, certain clothing, wool, wool yarn, and various 
woollen wares, and reductions of duty on wheat and 
wheat flour. 


Potanp.—In March the Polish import restriction 
regime was relaxed (except as regards imports from 
Germany), and only a comparatively short list of 
‘‘ luxury ’’ goods are now subject to import licences. 
At the same time steps were taken to ‘‘ valorise ’’ the 
Customs duties in order to put them in line with the 
new value of the zloty, which had depreciated by 72 
per cent. since the Tariff duties were fixed in 1924 
The duties on “‘ luxury ’’ goods (for the most part 
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those remaining subject to import licence) were in- 
creased by the full 72 per cent.; a few goods (food- 
stuffs, cast iron, etc.) were exempt from any increase; 
and on all other goods the duties were increased by 30 
per cent. A new Commercial Agreement with Czecho- 
slovakia, which came into force on 1st August, pro- 
vided} however, for the total or partial exemption from 
these increases of most of the goods covered by former 
Agreements with that country, and also introduced 
reductions of duty for certain other goods, including 
many kinds of textiles. Protocols to the Agreements 
with France and Norway reduced the duties on certain 
wines and certain preserved fish in August and July 
respectively. Apart from these Treaty alterations a 
few minor Tariff changes have also been made, affect- 
ing (inter alia) machinery and apparatus, salt herrings, 
bacon, and lard. Several Decrees have been issued 
providing for the refund, on the export of specified 
goods, of the Customs duty paid on imported materials 
used in or for their manufacture. 


PortuGaL.—A few minor Tariff changes have been 
made during the year, affecting (inter alia) certain 
glassware, coal, and liquid fuel—the two latter by a 
Decree which suppressed various general taxes levied 
on imports and exports and established, instead, an 
inclusive tax on clearance notes, 


PortuGugsE PossEssions.—In Mozambique (Portu- 
guese East Africa) a new Tariff came into force on 
lst January, and in Angola (Portuguese West Africa) 
a new Tariff came into force on 1st July. The chief 
feature of these new ‘Tariffs is the extension of the 
preference accorded to Portuguese goods. The rules 
for the assessment of ad valorem duties in Angola have 
been modified so as to take into account the deprecia- 
tion of the local escudo. 


Rovumania.—It is expected that a new Customs 
Tariff, which is now being prepared, will be ready in 
the spring of 1929. 


Sers-Croat-SLOVENE Kinapom.—The duties on 4 
few goods were reduced by Treaties with Belgium 
(effective on 9th February) and Greece (effective on 
lst November). Some minor Tariff modifications have 
been made by Decree. 


Spain.—The general revision of the Spanish Tariff 
has been postponed, by a Royal Decree of 29th 
November, and the new Tariff is to be enforced pro- 
visionally on 1st October, 1929, and to come into 
operation definitively, after revision by the Govern- 
ment, on lst January, 19380. Arrangements have been 
concluded during 1928 for the modification of all Com- 
mercial Treaties with other countries which have Tariff 
schedules annexed, underwhich the reduced “‘ treaty ”’ 
rates fixed by the Treaty would uot be binding after 
31st December, 1928. Under ihe Decree of 29th No- 
vember, postponing the general Tariff revision, a 
Decree has been issued maintaining temporarily in 
force certain of the ‘‘ treaty ’’’ rates which would 
otherwise have gone out of force at the end of the year, 
and fixing, for other goods covered by the treaties in 
question, new ‘‘ Second Column ’”’ rates intermediate 
between the former ‘‘treaty’’ and ‘‘ Second 
Column ”’ rates. A few Tariff changes were made in 
March, when the duty on certain aluminium wares 
was increased. 


SwEDEN.—Only a few minor Tariff changes have 
been made during the year. A proposal has been under 
consideration for a temporary increase in the duties on 
certain kinds of iron and steel. 

SwiITZERLAND.—The duties on a few goods were 
reduced in April as the result of the Additional Com- 
mercial Agreement with France. In May the duty on 
certain grades of cotton piece-goods was increased. 


Turxey.—A few minor Tariff changes have been 
made by Treaty. A revised Customs Tariff is in course 


of preparation. 
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AMERICA, 


Brazit.—A Bili to increase the duties on cotton 
yarns, piece-goods, etc., is before the Congress. ‘The 
general Tariff revision has, it is understood, been 
further postponed. 

CuiteE.—A new Tariff, with rates which, generally 
speaking, were higher than those of the former Tariff, 
was approved by a Law of 22nd February. It came 
into force in February as regards (a) reductions of duty, 
and (b) the imposition of duties on goods formerly duty 
free, whilst increases of duty (which affected cotton 
and woollen goods, inter alia) came into force on 27th 
April. The duties on coal and petroleum were revised 
in January. 

Costa Rica.—The Consular Tax, which has hitherto 
been 2 per cent. of the total Customs duties leviable, 
is to be calculated from 1st January, 1929, on the 
value of the goods, at the rates of 4 per cent. for 
articles of prime necessity, 2 per cent. for liquors, and 
1 per cent. for all other articles. 


Cusa.—The duties on cotton yarn, thread, and 
crepes have been reduced. 


Hayti.—In virtue of an Exchange of Notes of 25th 
February, United Kingdom goods now enjoy most- 
favoured-nation treatment in Hayti. This involves a 
33% per cent. reduction of duty on United Kingdom 
goods of kinds covered by the Franco-Haytian modus 
vivendi. On 8rd August, alterations were made in the 
duties on a number of goods, including petrol, agricul- 
tural machines and implements, spirits, beer, = 
ware, iron bedsteads, essential oils, printed matter, 
and furniture. 


Mexico.—Various Tariff alterations have been made 
by Decrees, including increases in the duties on ink, 
silk ties, jute yarns and fabrics, and timber. A new 
Customs Law, it is understood, becomes operative on 
ist January, 1929, under the provisions of which Con- 
sular invoices will no longer be required, but commer- 
cial invoices will have to be submitted to Mexican 
Consular officers for legalisation. 

ParaGuay.—Under a recent Decree cotton weaving 
machinery may be imported duty free. 

Preru.—A new Tariff came into force on 2nd Janu- 
ary, 1928. The main features of the former Tariff 
(i.e., the “‘ Emergency Tariff ’’ of November, 1926) are 
maintained, although many alterations were made both 
in classification and rates of duty. The duties on pure 
cotton and wool piece-goods were, generally speaking, 
slightly reduced under the new ‘Tariff. The importa- 
tion of immature whisky into Peru is now prohibited. 

Unitep States oF AmericaA.—Under the “ flexible 
Tariff ’’ provisions, the duties on cotton rag rugs, pre- 
cipitated barium carbonate, sodium silico-fluoride, 
fluorspar and potassium permanganate, have been in- 
creased. An “‘ anti-bounty ’’ duty has been imposed 
on spun silk yarn from the United Kingdom. The 
question of general Tariff revision will, it is expected, 
be taken up by the new Administration during 1929. 

Urvuauay.—Some minor Tariff changes have been 
made during the year, including a revision of the valua- 
tions on which the ad valorem duties on goods falling 
under the leather and footwear, jewellery and fancy 
goods Section of the Tariff are assessed, and a modifi- 
eation of the Tariff classification of motor cars and 
lorries. 

VENEZUELA.-—The Tariff changes made during the 
year have affected, inter alia, cocoa, special food for 
children, etc., chassis, and iron and steel for ferro- 
concrete work. 





ASIA. 


Cuina.—A new Customs Tariff is to be applied to all 
goods arriving in China on and after Ist February next. 
Such particulars of this Tariff as are available were 
given in the “‘ Journal ”’ of 13th December. 
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Prersia.—A revised Anglo-Persian Treaty, signed on 
10th May, abrogated all provisions of earlier Treaties 
which limit in any way the right of Persia to settle 
her Customs Tariff autonomously. Under the Treaty 
the “** Minimum ”’ rates of the new Persian Customs 
Tariff now in force (a translation of which was pub- 
lished with the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 19th July) are applic- 
able to British goods. 





AFRICA. 


Eaypt.—A revised Customs Tariff, to come into force 
in 1930, is now in course of preparation. It is pro- 
posed to replace the existing ad valorem duties by 
specific rates. 





BRITISH EMPIRE. 


UnitEp Kincpom.—Under the Finance Act, 1928, 
Customs duties were imposed in April on light hydro- 
carbon oils (petrol, benzol, turpentine, etc.), and on 
buttons, and Customs and Excise duties on mechanical 
lighters. The Customs duties on foreign raw sugar 
and on all Empire sugar; molasses, glucose and sac- 
charin were also reduced, with a corresponding reduc- 
tion of the Excise duties. The duties on articles con- 
taining sugar (blacking, candied peel, caramel, 
chutney, confectionery, preserved fruits, jams, con- 
densed milk, sweetened spirits, etc.) were adjusted 
correspondingly on Ist July. The Finance Act also 
made favourable alterations in the treatment of 
British Empire films. A Customs duty was imposed 
on wrought enamelled hollow-ware of iron- or steel in 
June. 


AustTrALIA.—The Tariff Board’s Annual Report for 
the period ended 30th June, 1928, deals at some length 
with the question of the high cost of production in 
Australia. The work of the Tariff Board in connection 
with applications for increases or reductions of duties 
is also dealt with, among other matters. (A review 
of this Report was published in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 
27th December, 1928 (pages 804-5). The reductions 
of duty provided for in the Tariff Revision proposals 
introduced into the Commonwealth Parliament in 
November, 1927, came into force in March, 1928, 
affecting lace, cutlery, and motor cycles. An import- 
ant change was made in the duty on certain woollen 
piece-goods ordinarily used in the manufacture of 
outer clothing, which also came into effect on 28th 
March, 1928. 


New ZEALAND.—An article on the main features of 
the Tariff revision of 1927 was published in the issue 
of the ** Journal “* of 5th January, 1928. It points 
out that the United Kingdom now enjoys a much more 
favourable Tariff position in New Zealand than for- 
merly. No amendment of the Tariff was made in 1928. 


CaNnADA.—The Budget Resolutions, introduced on 
16th February, 1928, proposed numerous Tariff 
changes, but these proposals were considerably modi- 
fied, and many additions made thereto, during Par- 
liamentary discussion. The outstanding feature of the 
Tariff amendments was the entire reclassification and 
rearrangement of the Textile groups in the Customs 
Tariff. The Sales Tax was reduced from 4 to 3 per 
cent. The Preferential Tariff Regulations have been 
amended so as to raise, with effect as from 1st Febru- 
ary, 1929, the percentage of British labour and/or 
material required to qualify goods for entry under the 
British Preferential Tariff from 25 per cent. to 50 per 
cent. of the cost of production of such goods. A 
special or “‘ dumping ’’ duty has been applied to arti- 
ficial silk fabrics imported from the United Kingdom 
amounting to the whole of the difference (less one 
shilling per pound of artificial silk content) between 
the selling price to the purchaser in Canada and the 
actual fair market value of the goods as sold for home 
consumption at the time shipped. Goods bona fide 
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purchased on or before 4th October, 1928, and im- 
ported into Canada prior to lst March, 1929, are not 
subject to the above-mentioned ‘‘ dumping ”’ duty. 


NEWFOUNDLAND. — Certain amendments of the 
Customs Tariff were made by an Order in Council with 
effect from 20th November, 1928. Lines and twines 
for use in the fisheries were made free of duty, and 
the duties on butter, butterine, oleomargarine, manu- 
factured tobacco, ready mades, and certain kinds of 
clothing were reduced. 


Irish FreE State.—The Finance Act (No. 11 of 
1928) embodied the amendments, proposed in the 
Budget Resolutions introduced by the Minister of 
Finance on 25th April, regarding Customs duties on 
motor vehicles, glass bottles and jars, sugar, and the 
exemption from duty of certain spirit varnish and 
shapes and hoods for the manufacture of hats. 


Union oF Soutn Arrica.—Customs duties were 
modified on a considerable number of articles, with 
effect from 5th April, 1928, in the case of increased 
duties, and in the case of reduced duties as from 7th 
June, 1928. The latter include certain classes of 
cotton piece-goods, certain hosiery, glassware and 
chinaware, cutlery, and tea, and domestic sewing 
machines. A statement was published in the 
‘‘ Journal ’’ of 6th September (pages 304-6) showing 
in detail the classes of goods of United Kingdom pro- 
duction or manufacture to which a Tariff preference is 
accorded on importation into the Union, and the 
amount of rebate of duty granted in each case. 


Britisa Inp1a.—An Act which came into force on 
3rd April made various Tariff changes, including the 
imposition of a 5 per cent. duty on belting and a 
reduction of the duty on camel hair yarn to 5 per cent., 
as decided upon by the Government in connection with 
the Tariff Board’s Report on the Textile Belting In- 
dustry. In accordance with the recommendation of 
the Tariff Board, the protective duty on iron or steel 
wire and wire nails was discontinued, and the duty on 
nuts and bolts was increased, as from Ist April, 1928. 


Cryton.—Ihe Customs duties on gin and on 
immature brandy and whisky were increased as from 
2nd March, 1928. 

Mauritius.—Various amendments in the Customs 
Tariff were made by Ordinance No. 4 of 1928. The 
rates of duty were amended on cement, machinery and 
parts, silks, cutlery, earthenware, hardware, and 
certain other goods. The amount of preference 
accorded to certain classes of goods of United Kingdom 
manufacture has been increased, and preference has 
also been accorded to several other classes of goods of 
United Kingdom manufacture. 

NIGERIA AND GoLp Coast.—The duties on certain 
foodstuffs have been abolished, while those on spirits 
have been increased. 

Sr. Lucia.—The surtax was increased in August 
from 174 per cent. to 25 per cent. of the amount of 
Customs duty leviable on goods imported into the 
Colony. 





FOREIGN EXCHANGES IN 1928. 





REVIEW OF MOVEMENTS IN THE 
CHIEF CURRENCIES. 


The figures given in the table on page 8 afford a 
general review of the movements of the principal 
foreign exchange rates on London during the year 1928. 
T'he quotations are the monthly averages of the daily 
closing rates for telegraphic remittances. All particu- 
lars have been taken from the ‘* Financial Times.’’ 

The principal event of the year in the foreign ex- 
change market was the stabilisation of the French 
franc. The Stabilisation Bill, which was passed by the 
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Chamber of Deputies on 24th June, provided for a new 
franc of 65-5 milligrammes of gold nine-tenths fine, 
making 492 gold frances of the new standard the equiva- 
lent in gold content of 100 pre-war gold frances. This 
gave the currency a parity of 124-21 frances to the 
pound and of 25-52 franes to the dollar. The fluctua- 
tions in the value of the franc, as represented by the 
highest and lowest quotations in relation to the &, 
during each year from 1918 to 1927, were as follow: —

From March, 1927, until June, 1928, the rate was 
virtually stationary at around 124 to the £. With the 
exception of the average for August, the monthly aver- 
ages of the daily closing rates for the franc have been 
somewhat above 124, but below the new parity rate of 
124-21, since stabilisation, the highest rates of 124} to 
124.5, being recorded towards the end of August, when 
there was some demand for sterling. The closing 
quotation on 3lst December was 124-03. 

The closing quotation for the £ in New York was 
4-882 on Ist January, 1928 (as compared with 4-858 on 
lst January, 1927), and from this rate the pound 
weakened to 4-870 on 8rd February. Sterling improved 
during the remainder of that month, 4:88 being quoted 
on three days in the last week. Ratesslightly above 4:88 
were maintained for considerable periods during the 
next four months (March to June), the closing quota- 
tion on 14th April and on each diy from 29th May to 
2nd June being 4:884. July saw a pronounced drop 
from these high rates, the closing quotation falling 
from 4-877 on the Ist to 4-856 on the 31st. At the end 
of August the rate had weakened further to 4-853, and 
on the last day of September and of October 4-849 was 
recorded. The fall in the rate for sterling during the 
second half of 1928 may be attributed to the dearer 
money rates in New York, as compared with those in 
London, and to seasonal payments to meet the normal 
autumn trade requirements. The closing rates at the 
end of November and December were 4-851 and 4-853 
respectively. 

The Madrid rates moved irregularly during the early 
part of the year, when the peseta was subject to specu- 
lative influences, but the averages for each month 
from January to July inclusive show a distinct move- 
ment in favour of sterling. There was some recovery 
in the rates for the local currency in August and 
September, but higher rates were again recorded in 
October and November. The closing quotations ranged 
from 28-17 pesetas to the £ on 5th January to 30-16 on 
24th October, a maximum variation of about 2 pesetas 
during 1928; the rate was above 30 pesetas to the £ 
from mid-October to 8th December. It is understood 
that the Spanish Governntent has, since the end of 
November, taken steps, by exporting gold, etc., to 
bring the exchange to a lower level so that the disturb- 
ance to the commerce of the country may be mini- 
mised. The closing rates on 2nd January, 1928, and 
81st December were 28-455 and 29-745 respectively, 
the net depreciation in the value of the peseta amount- 
ing to about 44 per cent. 

On balance in 1928 the widest variation between the 
highest and lowest closing rates of the Continental gold 
currencies on London for which figures are shown in 
the table, did not equal one per cent. The highest and 
lowest quotations for the belga were 35-035 and 34-888 
respectively, for the lira 92-895 and 91-995, for the 
gulden 12-126 and 12-076, for the reichsmark 20-480 
and 20-338, and for the Swiss france 25-348 and 25-178.

of the year the net movement slightly favoured the 
local currency in the cases of the belga, gulden, 
reichsmark and Swiss franc, while sterling gained a 
little in relation to the lira. The Brussels rate for 
sterling was higher than parity (35 to the £) during 
the second half of February, and for some days in 
March, the Amsterdam parity (12-1071) was exceeded 
during most of February, the whole of March and most 
of April, the Zurich parity (25-2215) throughout the 
seven months January to July, and the Italian parity 
(92-46) from 11th April to the end of the year. The 
Berlin exchange has since the spring been generally 
unfavourable to this country, and there have been 
large exports of gold to Germany. 

The Scandinavian exchange rates showed no wide 
fiuctuations in 1928, the general trend being indicated 
by the monthly averages shown in the table. There 
was a gradual improvement towards parity in the case 
of the Norwegian crown, while the value of the 
Swedish and Danish crowns, in relation to sterling, 
were, on balance, practically unchanged. The 
Norwegian Government decided to return to the gold 
standard as from Ist May, when the embargo on the 
export of gold was removed and pre-war parity was 
re-established. 

The value of the £ in Prague varied by little more 
than one per cent. throughout 1928, the lowest and 
highest quotations of 163 and 1643 respectively being 
well within the limits of 160°6 and 167-8, at which the 
National Bank is under obligation to maintain the 
exchange. 

The Argentine dollar, which was quoted at 47-828d. 
at the close on 6nd January, 1928, continued to be 
quoted at a rate above parity (47-58d.) during the first 
half of the year. During February and March its value 
was frequently about 473d., or a shade more, but in 
the next three months (April to June) the rates showed 
a downward tendency and were less firm. At the end 
of July it was quoted at 47-438d., at the end of August 
472d., and at the end of September 47-228d. The 
lowest closing rate of the year (47-297d.) was recorded 
in mid-October, this rate being about 2d. less than the 
highest quotation of the year (47-891d.). By the end 
of October the rate had improved to 47-469d., but eased 
again to a rate of 47-438d. at the end of November. 
The closing rate on 3lst December was 47-344d., a 
depreciation, on balance, of nedrly 4d. since the 
beginning of the year. 

The Japanese yen, which opened the year with a 
closing rate of 23-016d., averaged rather more than 
23d. throughout January and February. By the end 
of March its value improved by about 3d., the highest 
closing quotation of the year (about 233d.) being re- 
corded on the last day of that month. In April the 
value fell, on balance, by more than 4d., and the 
respective quotations at the end of May, June and 
July showed a progressive decline to 22-938d., 222d. 
and 22-406d. The lowest closing quotation of the year 
(224d.) occurred in mid-August, a drop of about 14d.

By 6th September the rate had improved to 2234., 
and the upward movement continued, with irregular 





The pre-war gold equivalent was at the rate of 


fluctuations, to 238d. on 22nd October, and to 284d. 
three days later. From that date there was again a 
downward tendency, 223d. being quoted at the close 
on 8th December. The closing rate on 8lst December 
was 22-708d. 

The Lisbon exchange rate is not included in the 
table, but reference may be made here to the fluctua- 
tions of the escudo which occurred in March. This 
currency (nominal value 534d.) has been practically 
stabilised in recent years at around 21d. to 24d.; the 
closing quotations at the end of January and February 
were 2-344d. and 2-297d. respectively, and from ist to 
12th March there was a fall from 27d. to 2id. The 
decision of the League of Nations to postpone further 
consideration of a sterling loan until June sent the rate 
down at the close on the 13th to 24d., on the 14th to 
1-:938d., and on the 15th to 1-922d., a depreciation of 
nearly 16 per cent. since the beginning of the month. 
The rate improved to 2d. on the 16th, and, on the 
declaration of the Finance Minister that he intended to 
arrange two loans, one external and one internal, the 
rate improved to 244d. on the 24th and to 2-188d. on 
the 26th. The closing quotation on 31st March was 
2:141d., and on 28th April the rate was 2:078d. From 
30th April onwards the quotations for the escudo were 
given in relation to the £, nominal parity being equal 
te 4:50 escudos; on that date the closing rate was 1153 
escudos to the £. Some improvement was recorded in 
May, while at the end of June the rate had fallen to 
107; the lowest closing quotation during the re- 
mainder of the year (104) was quoted on 2nd August. 
The closing rate at the end of the next five months 
(July to November) varied between 1071 and 108}, but 
111 was recorded in mid-December. The closing rate 
on 31st December was 1094, a fall of 9-9 per cent. 
since the beginning of the year.

COPPER SITUATION IN CANADA. 


The discovery of important copper deposits in the 
Rouyn area of Western Quebec; at the Frood and 
Frood Extension copper-nickel mines and at the 
Errington zinc-copper mine in the Sudbury district, 
Ontario; the successful development work in progress 
at the Flin Flon and Sherritt-Gordon mines in The Pas 
district, Northern Manitoba; the additions to plant 
equipment at Anyox, Britannia Beach, and Copper 
Mountain, and the successful results obtained at the 


- Coast Copper property on Quatsino Sound, in British 


Columbia, are all new factors likely to make a sub- 
stantial increase to the Canadian production of copper, 
states an official of the Dominion Department of Mines 
at Ottawa. 

The completion of the Noranda smelter in the 
Rouyn area has raised Quebec to the rank of an im- 
portant producer. One unit only of the smelter, 
originally designed for treating 500 tons of ore per day, 
has already reached a capacity of nearly 1,000 tons. 

The very successful development campaign of the 
International Nickel Company at the Frood mine, and 


that of the Mond Nickel Company at its Frood Exten- - 


sion mine, have opened up enormous reserves of good- 
erade copper-nickel ore. The International is also pro- 
ceeding with the erection at Copper Cliff of a large 
concentrator and a new 4,000 tons copper smelter, 
which will be supplemented with a copper refinery, 
probably to be located at Port Colborne, where the 
company is already operating a nickel refinery capable 
of treating 100,000 tons of nickel-copper matte and 
producing 36,000 tons of refined nickel yearly. 

The Errington zinc-copper mine near Sudbury has 
been proceeding with its development campaign. 
Additional equipment in the mill has brought its capa- 
city to 300 tons; it is now treating about 250 tons a 
day, producing zinc, lead, and copper concentrates. 

At the Flin Flon property in Northern Manitoba the 
ore reserves are estimated at 16 million tons to a depth 
of 900 feet. ‘The ore body averages 1-7 per cent. 
copper and 3-5 per cent. zinc, with low values in gold 
and silver. Plans include the erection of a 3,000-ton 
concentrator and a smelter of sufficient capacity to 
handle the concentrates from the mill. Results at the 
Sherritt-Gordon have been very encouraging, and the 
property is being actively developed. The ore zone has 
been traced for several miles, and two ore bodies defi- 
nitely proved. On these the eastern is said to contain 
2,000,000 tons and the western 3,000,000 tons to a 
depth of 500 feet. The average assay of the ore has 
been given as: Copper, 2°3 per cent.; zinc, 5-9 per 
cent., with small amounts of gold and silver. 

Important new developments are also reported from 
British Columbia at some of the producing properties 
and new discoveries are also reported.

SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the 
week ended 15th December the following quantities of 
South African produce were shipped to United King- 
dom ports:—-Wool, scoured, bales, 256, grease, bales, 
11,245; mohair, bales, 69; hides, wet, bales, 1,403, 
dry, bales, 635; sheepskins, bales, 532; goatskins, 
bales, 215; wattle bark, tons, 78; eggs, cases, 4,234; 
sroundnuts, bags, 11; sugar, tons, 3,360; tobacco leaf, 
lbs., 86,603; tobacco, bales, 96; buchu, bales, 11; 
chop, bags, 8,690; peaches, boxes, 11,888; plums, 
boxes, 7,897; and litchies, boxes, 28. 





IRISH FREE STATE TRADE. 


The Irish Free State Department of Industry and 
Commerce has recently issued trade statistics for No- 
vember of last year, which show that imports and 
exports amounted in value to £4,678,085 and 
£4,472,036, as compared with £4,920,189 and 
£4,396,781 respectively in November, 1927. During 
the first eleven months of 1928 the totals were 
£58,771,346 and £41,088,010, as against £54,618,781 
and £39,189,883 respectively in the period January- 
November, 1927. 

The chief imports were:—Maize, £282,338; tea, 
£260,654; coal, £242,285; and machinery, £223,060; 
while the leading exports of Free State produce were 
cattle, £1,775,897; porter, beer and ale, £359,030; 
butter, £330,847; bacon, £299,985; and horses, 
£231,672. 

Great Britain’s share of the trade was:—Imports, 
€3,214,580; and exports, £3,898,391. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated: -—— 


Rainfall.—Caleutta, 31st December: During the 
week ended 30th December rainfall was nearly general 
on the Coromandel Coast, in South-East Madras, 
North Punjab, Kashmir, the extreme South of India, 
the Western Himalayas, the Punjab and the Kumaon 
Hills and along the frontier on one day. Elsewhere 
there were only few or !ocal falls of rain. 


Crops.—Bihar and Orissa, 24th December: There 
was no rain. Standing crops are doing well.—Madras, 
22nd December: The weather was dry. The condition 
of standing crops is generally fair to good. The out- 
turns of paddy in the Circars, parts of the Deccan and 
the Carnatic, and of dry crops in the Deccan, parts 
of the Cirears, the Carnatic and Central districts, are 
generally fair to normal.—Bengal, 26th December: 
The weather was dry. Standing crops are growing 
well.—Punjab, 24th December: The weather was dry 
except for light showers in parts of the Gurgaon and 
Ambala districts. The condition of irrigated standing 
crops is generally good and of unirrigated crops aver- 
age. The condition of cotton is below normal on the 
whole owing to damage by insect pests and adverse 
weather.—Assam, 3lst December: The weather was 
seasonable and crop prospects generally are fair.

OVERSEAS TRADE IN OCTOBER, 1928. 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has forwarded the 
following press note relating to the foreign seaborne trade 
of India in October, issued by the Department of Commer- 
cial Intelligence and Statistics :— 


The trade returns of British India for the month of 
October, 1928, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed increases in the values of imports, exports and re- 
exports. Imports of private merchandise totalled Rs. 21,64 
lakhs, and showed an advance of Rs. 93 lakhs as compared 
with September. The value of exports of Indian produce 
and manufactures rose by Rs. 4,32 lakhs from Rs. 24,35 
lakhs in September to Rs. 28,67 lakhs in October, while 
that of re-exports increased by Rs. 35 lakhs to Rs. 84 lakhs. 
The comparison of the trade figures for October and the 
seven months then ended with those for the preceding month 
and the corresponding period of the previous year is set 
forth below :—

Treasure on private account, including currency notes, 
showed a net import of Rs. 2,25 lakhs in October, 1928, as 
against Rs. 89 lakhs in the preceding month and Rs. 1,83 
lakhs in October, 1927. The import and export figures of

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade in October, 1928, was 
Rs. 5,68 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs. 3,34 
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lakhs in September, 1928, and Rs. 3,16 lakhs in October, 
1927. During the seven months ended October, 1928, the 
visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs. 31,62 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with 
Rs. 20,48 lakhs in the corresponding period of the preceding 
year. The balance of remittances of funds in October, 
1928, was minus Rs. 6,19 lakhs and in the seven months 
ended October, 1928, minus Rs. 19,56 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN ImporTS AND Exports. 


As compared with October, 1927, the imports of food, 
drink and tobacco in October, 1928, fell by Rs. 6 lakhs to 
Rs. 3,73 lakhs, and raw materials by 2 lakhs to Rs. 1,71 
lakhs, while manufactured articles rose by Rs. 83 lakhs to 
Rs. 15,88 lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco, imports 
of sugar 16 D.S. and above, including beet sugar, decreased 
in quantity by 1,600 tons to 89,300 tons and in value by 
Rs. 18 lakhs to Rs. 1,63 lakhs. The quantity of rice not in 
the husk, imported almost entirely from Indo-China into 
Madras during October, 1928, amounted to 19,000 tons, 
valued at Rs. 26 lakhs. Another noticeable feature of the 
trade was the import during this month of 4,000 tons of 
wheat flour, valued at Rs. 5 lakhs, from Australia into 
Bengal. The values of the imports of vegetable ghee and 
of cigarettes recorded decreases of Rs. 7 lakhs each. Under 
raw materials imports of kerosene oil showed an increase of 
about 2 million gallons in quantity but fell slightly in value 
by half a lakh of rupees. Imports of raw silk declined by 
100,000 lbs. in quantity and in value by Rs. 7 lakhs, while 
raw cotton showed an increase of 400 tons in quantity and 
of Rs. 6 lakhs in value. Under manufactured articles the 
total value of imports of cotton yarn and manufactures in- 
creased by Rs. 16 lakhs. Imports of white and coloured 
piece-goods showed increases, while grey goods recorded a 
decrease of 9 million yards in quantity and Rs. 31 lakhs in 
value. White and coloured goods rose respectively by 
Rs. 17 lakhs and Rs. 19 lakhs, the corresponding increases 
in quantities being 8 million yards and 6 million yards. 
The imports of cotton yarn decreased by 200,000 lbs. in 
quantity, but the value rose by Rs. 5 lakhs. There were 
increases under vehicles (+ Rs. 43 lakhs), machinery and 
mill work (+ Rs. 21 lakhs), silk manufactures (+ Rs. 13 
lakhs), rubber manufactures (+ Rs. 9 lakhs), paper and 
paste board (+ Rs. 9 lakhs), while there was a decrease of 
Rs. 9 lakhs under iron and steel. 

As regards exports of Indian merchandise, exports of 
food, drink and tobacco in October, 1928, as compared with 
October, 1927, decreased by Rs. 2,20 lakhs to Rs. 5,99 lakhs, 
owing mainly to a fall in exports of food grains—chiefly 
rice and wheat—and of tea. Exports of wheat fell by 
16,000 tons in quantity and by Rs. 25 lakhs in value, while 
shipments of rice decreased by 14,000 tons in quantity and 
by Rs. 22 lakhs in value. The exports of tea showed a 
decline of 4 million lbs. in quantity and Rs. 1,79 lakhs in 
value. Raw materials and produce exported increase by 
Rs. 3,91 lakhs to Rs. 13,40 lakhs. Under this group exports 
of raw jute increased by 31,000 tons to 120,000 tons in 
quantity and by Rs. 1,08 lakhs to Rs. 4,36 lakhs in value. 
Exports of raw cotton also rose from 16,000 tons, valued 
at Rs. 1,67 lakhs, to 45,000 tons, valued at Rs. 4,31 lakhs. 
Of the total shipments of raw cotton Japan took 16,000 
tons, or 36 per cent., Italy 8,000 tons, or 18 per cent., 
China 6,400 tons, Germany 5,100 tons, Belgium 4,100 tons, 
France 2,300 tons, and the United Kingdom 2,000 tons, 
while the remainder went mainly to the United States and 
Spain. Exports of lac showed an increase of 36,000 cwts. 
in quantity and of Rs. 37 lakhs in value. Exports of oil- 
seeds, chiefly groundnuts and linseed, declined by 29,000 
tons in quantity and by Rs. 65 lakhs in value. The exports 
of raw skins increased by 1,000 tons in quantity and by 
Rs. 22 lakhs in value. Manufactured goods increased by 

Rs. 1,92 lakhs to Rs. 8,94 lakhs. The shipments of gunny 
bags in October, 1928, increased by 21 millions in number 
and by Rs. 1,22 lakhs in value. The yardage of gunny 
cloth exported rose from 122 millions in October, 1927, to 
145 millions in October, 1928, and the value thereof rose 
by Rs. 48 lakhs to Rs. 2,94 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH ForEIGN CouNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
45 per cent. in October, 1927, to 43 per cent. in October, 
1928, and in exports from 37 per cent. to 26 per cent. The 
shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in 
October, 1928, were 6, 9 and 6 per cent. respectively under 
imports and 9, 7 and 13 per cent. respectively under 
exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
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and British Possessions during October, 1928, amounted 
respectively to 730,000 and 667,000, as against 584,000 and 
646,000 in September, 1928, and 703,000 and 625,000 a year 
ago. During the seven months ended October, 1928, the 
tonnage of vessels entered and cleared with cargoes 
amounted respectively to 4,663,000 and 4,724,000, as com- 
pared with 4,316,000 and 4,399,000 in the corresponding 
period of the preceding year. 





CANADA. 





THE LEATHER INDUSTRY IN 1927. 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa has for- 
warded a Report on the leather industry of Canada for the 
calendar year 1927 from which it appears that there were 
then in operation 98 tanneries, as compared with 108 in 
1926 and 104 in 1925. In spite of the decrease in the 
number of plants, however, the total value of production of 
the industry was 32,489,889 dollars, an increase of 17 per 
cent., or of 4,742,284 dols over 1926 and of 24 per cent. 
over 1925. 

There has been a steady increase in the annual value of 
the output of the industry during the past five years, the 
value for 1927 showing an increase of no less than 38 per 
cent. over that for 1923, while at the same time the quan- 
tity of production has also grown in respect of nearly 
every item. 

SoLE AND Urrer LEATHERS, ETC. 


Under the heading of ‘‘ sole leather,’’ oak tanned sides 
form the principal item, with a total value in 1927 of 
8,028,415 dols., followed by union sides with a value of 
2,328,506 dols. In upper leather, patent and enamelled 
shoe leather occupies first place, with a total value of 
4,740,324 dols. Calf skins were second with 3,870,010 dols., 
cattle and horse hides third with 3,735,534 dols., and sheep 
skins fourth with 1,335,741 dols. The total value of pro- 
duction under the head of sole leather was 11,014,495 dols. 
as compared with 8,437,946 dols. in 1926 and of upper 
leather 15,163,228 dols., as against 13,169,496 dols. 

Harness leather had a production valued at 1,994,631 
dols., a decrease from the preceding year of over half a 
million dols. The value of glove, trunk, bag and pocket- 
book leather increased from 980,887 dols. in 1926 to 
1,243,744 dols. in 1927. The amount received for custom 
tanning during the year 1927 was 477,538 dols. 
figure is included in the total value of production of the 


tanneries. 
CENTRES OF THE INDUSTRY. 


The Canadian leather industry is centred mainly in 
Eastern Canada, there being 45 plants in Quebec and 41 
in Ontario, as compared with only four in Alberta, three 
in Saskatchewan, two in Nova Scotia, and one each in New 
Brunswick, Manitoba and British Columbia. The capital 
investment of the industry in 1927 reached 32,320,323 dols., 
and employees numbered 4,088, an increase of 154 over 


1926. 
MaTERIALS USED. 


The total cost value of hides, skins and tanning materials 
used during 1927 was 22,347,228 dols., distributed as 
follows:—Raw hides and skins, 18,104,899 dols.; leather 
purchased partly tanned to be curried and finished, 235,425 
dols.; and tanning materials, 4,006,904 dols. Cattle hides 
were of chief importance with a total number of 1,862,981 
and a cost value of 13,349,440 dols. Calf and kip skins 
were next with a total number of 1,081,515 and a cost value 
of 3,039,572 dols. Sheep skins numbered 164,967 dozen, 
valued at 1,294,819 dols. The relation of imported hides 
and skins to total number used is shown by the following 
percentages:—Cattle hides, 42 per cent. imported; calf 
and kip skins, 77 per cent. imported; sheep skins, 61 per 
cent. imported. The number of goat skins used was 
36,879, all of which were imported. Of the amount ex- 
pended for tanning materials used, 304,044 dols. was 
credited to bark; 1,853,193 dols. to extracts; 688,501 dols. 
to tallow and oils; 801,406 dols. to chemicals, dyes, ete. ; 
and 359,760 dols. to miscellaneous materials. The total cost 
value of hides, skins and tanning materials used shows an 
increase over the preceding year of 3,477,845 dols., or

TmMPoRTS AND Exports or LEATHER. 


Imports into Canada of leather during 1927 amounted in 
value to 5,349,934 dols., as compared with exports from the 


This . 
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Dominion worth 10,037,031 dols. Imports showed an in- 
crease of 44 per cent. over 1926, while exports increased by 
27 per cent. (or 2,167,063 dols.). 

The larger part of the leather imported comes from the 
United States, the value of imports from that country in 
1927 accounting for 77 per cent. of the total, while that of 
imports from the United Kingdom represented 21 per cent. 
of the total. 

The principal items of export were upper leather with 
a total value of 6,468,971 dols. and sole leather with a value 
of 3,129,312 dols. The chief market for Canadian leather 
is found in the United States, the goods exported 
to that country in 1927 representing 75 per cent. of the 
total value of such exports. The value of exports to the 
United Kingdom represented 20 per cent. of the total. 





IRISH FREE STATE. 


BUTTER, CHEESE AND MARGARINE TRADES. 


The eighteenth of the series of Preliminary Reports on 
the Census of Production taken in the Irish Free State in 
1926 deals with butter, cheese and margarine trades, and 
returns were received relating to the operations of 226 
central creameries and their controlled separating stations 
and 71 independent separating stations. Returns were also 
received from 132 establishments at which butter made by 
farmers was blended for sale as ‘‘ factory ’’ butter and from 
firms engaged in the manufacture of margarine in 1926. 
The returns received from 35 ‘‘ factory butter ’’ establish- 
ments, showing an aggregate ‘‘ gross output’”’ value 
amounting to only £14,091, were incomplete as regards 
particulars relating to materials used, persons employed, 
wages paid, etc., and as this tota! value represented less 
than 1 per cent. of the ‘‘ gross output ’’ value of all the 
other ‘‘ factory butter ’’ establishments, it was not consi- 
dered worth while endeavouring to obtain full and com- 
plete returns from these small concerns, and, accordingly, 
particulars respecting them are excluded. ‘The returns 
which are included cover practically the whole of the 
‘‘ creamery butter,’’ ‘‘ factory butter ’’ and ‘‘ margarine ”’ 
industries. An estimate of the quantity of butter made by 
farmers and not subsequently purchased by factories for 
blending, will be made and published later in a Report on 
the Census of Agricultural Production. 


SELLING VALUES: Cost oF MATERIALS. 


The net selling values of the products made during 1926 
for sale was £7,366,089, of which £4,485,027 consisted of 
creamery butter; factory butter, £1,046,382; cheese, 
£14,258; cream, £325,338; margarine, £256,011; and eggs, 
£1,034,664. 

The cost of raw materials was £6,621,531, and included 
milk, £4,123,772; butter for blending, £926,692; eggs, 
£909,154; cans, cases, boxes, etc., £217,307; and coal, 
£125,754. 

The net value of the output was £744,558. 


WAGES AND PERSONS EMPLOYED. 


The total amount paid in salaries and wages by the 
establishments whose output is referred to above was 
£419,462, and comprised salaries £173,720 and wages and 
earnings £245,742. 

The total number of persons engaged was 3,700, of whom 
3,160 were males and 540 females. 


TIME IN OPERATION. 


Though practically all the central creameries were work- 
ing continuously during the year the number of hours 
worked per week varied according to the summer and 
winter months. At some places the number of hours worked 
in the summer months were as high as 60 to 70 per week, 
while in the winter months the number was as low as 24 
per week. The majority of Returns showed that the 
number of hours normally worked per week was 48. 


CAPACITY OF ENGINES. 


The effective horse-power of prime movers was 14,291, the 
kilowatt capacity of electric generators was 902, and the 
rated horse-power of electric motors (exclusive of converters 


or transformers) was 1,465.

It is true that 
at the end of August the rate of discount was raised from 
4 per cent. to 4} per cent., but this action was only taken 
in view of the position on the currency market, and had 
no effect on the level of interest otherwise. 


In industry the situation was, on the whole, unchanged, 
with better employment than in any previous year. Com- 
pared with the second quarter of the year a slight decrease 
in employment took place in certain industries during the 
third quarter, but this was probably due to the fact that 
in several industries a great revival occurred after the 
settlement of the labour troubles at the beginning of the 
vear. 


TRON AND STEEL. 


The position in the iron and steel industry was still 
generally unsatisfactory, although the tendency towards 
improvement which developed during the spring and 
summer continued. The sales of Swedish steel to the 
United Kingdom were relatively small, while they showed 
a certain briskness as regards the Continental countries. 


TIMBER AND Woop PULP. 


The usual stagnation in sales from the saw mills which 
oecurred during the early summer was followed in the 
autumn months by increased activity on the timber market. 
Sales were particularly brisk during the latter part of Sep- 
tember and during the month of October, and in the 
middle of November the total sales were calculated to about 
a million standards. Prices, however, were not quite satis- 
factory, small reductions having been made on certain 
timber goods, but at the end of October they became more 
stabilised. As regards the wood puip industry, sales were 
brisk, especially in October, and production for 1928 
was practically disposed of. Prices were comparatively 
firm during the autumn. 


ForeIGgN TRADE. 


With regard to foreign trade, imports were higher during 
the quarter, while exports were rather smaller than for the 
same period 1927, the consequences of the stoppage at the 
iron ore mines not having been overcome before the end 
of the quarter.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN NOVEMBER, 
1928. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in the 
foreign trade during November, 1928, at ports of the 
United Kingdom was 5,893,000 tons, a decrease of 3-8 per 
cent., as compared with the corresponding figures for 
November, 1927. The decrease was distributed over the 
majority of the trading areas, and was most noticeable in 
respect of the arrivals from Australasia and the ‘ East 
Africa, Persian Gulf and India’’ area. The British 
arrivals with cargo decreased by 279,000 tons, or 6-5 per 
cent., and the Dutch by 30,000 tons, or 12-2 per cent. On 
the other hand, the Norwegian arrivals with cargo in- 
creased by 20,000 tons, or 9-0 per cent., and the United 
States arrivals with cargo increased by 58,000 tons, or 
17-7 per cent. Of the net tonnage of arrivals with cargo 
67-6 per cent. was British, as compared with 69-5 per cent. 
in November, 1927. The arrivals in ballast in the foreign 
trade during the month aggregated 3,671,000 net tons, an 
increase of 10-7 per cent., as compared with November, 
1927. The British tonnage increased by 310,000 tons, or 
14-9 per cent., and the French increased by 33,000 tons, or 
20-6 per cent., while the United States tonnage decreased 
by 32,000 tons, or 72-7 per cent. 

The net tonnage of vessels that departed with cargo in 
the foreign trade during November, 1928, was 6,406,000 
tons, an increase of 2-9 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding departures during November, 1927. The 
greater part of this increase was in the trade with the 
Atlantic coast of North America. The British departures 
with cargo increased by 290,000 tons, or 6-9 per cent., and 
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the Dutch by 16,000 tons, or 6-4 per cent. The Norwegian 
departures with cargo decreased by 39,000 tons, or 15-5 per 
cent., and the French by 49,000 tons, or 18-6 per cent. Of 
the net tonnage of departures with cargo 69-8 per cent. 
was British, as compared with 67-2 per cent. in November 
of the previous year. The net tonnage of the departures 
in ballast in the foreign trade during the month was 
3,464,000 tons, an increase of 3-7 per cent., as compared 
with the departures in ballast during November, 1927. The 
British departures in ballast increased by 41,000 tons, or 
2-0 per cent., the Norwegian increased by 23,000 tons, or 
14-1 per cent., the German increased by 34,000 tons, or 
14-9 per cent., the French by 33,000 tons, or 30-0 per cent., 
and the United States by 37,000 tons, or 20-7 per cent. The 
decreases were relatively small. 

In the coasting trade the arrivals and departures with 
cargo during November, 1928, increased by 2-5 per cent. 
and 4-0 per cent. respectively, as compared with November, 
1927, while the arrivals and departures in ballast decreased 
by 5-9 per cent. and 5-2 per cent. respectively.

ROAD DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE. 


A copy of the Report of the Indian Road Development 
Committee, 1927-28, has been received by the Department 
of Overseas Trade from H.M. Trade Commissioner at 
Calcutta. 


It will be observed from a perusal of the Report that 
the Committee considers that the development of the road 
system in India is desirable for the general welfare of the 
country. In order to finance such development it is pro- 
posed that (a) the duty on motor spirit might be raised 
again to 6 annas per gallon without affecting consumption, 
provided that the additional 2 annas now imposed is spent 
on road development; (b) taxation of vehicles to be 
uniform throughout India—the method of assessing such 
taxation is not discussed, although the touring sub-com- 
mittee gives some indication of the variety of methods 
that may be employed; and (c) licence fees for vehicles 
plying for hire. 


The Committee do not recommend the formation of a 
Central Road Board, and are strongly opposed to the 
creation of an elaborate Road Department in the Govern- 
ment of India, which they state would not only be a need- 
less expense, but might also lead to undue interference and 
friction with local Governments. Instead, they propose a 
periodical Road Conference, consisting of the Member of 
the Governor-General’s Executive Council in charge as 
Chairman, the members of the Standing Committee of the 
Indian Legislature for Roads, representatives of the 
Departments of the Government of India concerned with 
roads, also of the local Governments, and, if so desired by 
them, of Indian States, these individuals to meet periodic- 
ally to discuss subjects of common interest, and may ap- 
point sub-committees to examine questions of a technical 
character and report to the Conference.

GREECE—NEW ZEALAND. 


KXCHANGE OF NOTES. 


[t was announced in the “‘ Journal’ of 2nd December, 
1926 (page 592), that an exchange of Notes, dated 16th 
November, ! )26, had been effected between Greece and New 
Zealand, in virtue of which New Zealand goods were 
entitled to complete and unconditional most-favoured- 
nation treatment on importation into Greece, including the 
benefits of the schedule to the Anglo-Greek Commercial 
Treaty, so long as, on importation into New Zealand, Greek 
currants were subject to no higher import duty than Qs. 
per cwt. and all Greek goods accorded complete most- 
favoured-nation treatment. 

The Greek Government, in a Note dated 21st November 
last, has now accepted the proposals made in a British 
Note of 11th October, 1927, whereby the above modus 
vivendi will continue to regulate the mutual commercial 
relations of New Zealand and Greece, on the understanding 
that it may be denounced by either Party on three months’ 
notice being given.

ASSESSMENT OF COTTON DYED TWIST AND 
YARN. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ’’ of 6th December publishes 
the following Instruction of the Central Board of Revenue, 
dated 25th October, regarding the assessment of cotton 
dyed twist and yarns :— 

For the purpose of assessing cotton dyed twist and yarn

annas per pound, whichever is higher, the Government of 
India have decided to authorise Customs Collectors to 
accept as the weight of dyed cotton yarn its “‘ selling 
weight ’’ (when that is less than the actual gross weight of 
the yarn, including moisture and stuffing or weighting 
materials but excluding bundling and packing materials), 
provided that they are satisfied— 

(1) that the declared selling weight is a bona fide selling 
weight, and (2) that such selling weight is not less 
than the ascertained net weight of the dyed yarn, 
—i.e., the weight excluding (a) moisture in excess 
of the normal and (b) stuffing or weighting 
materials—or does not fall below that net weight 
by a margin of more than 7} per cent. 


2. When the first of the above provisos is not satisfied, 
the actual gross weight of the dyed yarn must be taken 
into account in determining the assessment, without any 
allowance for moisture or stuffing. If in any case the con- 
dition of proviso (1) is fulfilled, but not the condition of 
proviso (2), the dyed yarn may be assessed on the actual 
net weight as described in proviso (2). 

3. A normal moisture may be taken as being 84 per cent. 
of the net dried weight of the yarn without stuffing or 
weighting materials. | 

4. These orders involve the grant of no concession in 
respect of the estimation of the ‘ real value’’ of dyed 
yarn.

AUSTRIA. 





INCREASED TAXATION OF SUGAR. 


The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ for 15th December contains a 
Law, dated 13th December, which increases the ‘‘ general ”’ 
duties under No. 18 of the Austrian Customs Tariff, to 
46 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. on sugar candy, 28 gold kr. per 
100 kilogs. on other beet and cane sugar, and 20 gold kr. 
per 100 kilogs. on raw sugar for refining (under control). 
As lower ‘‘ conventional ’’ duties (31, 22 and 16-70 gold kr. 
per 100 kilogs. respectively) are already applicable to the 
above products the increase of the ‘‘ general ’’ duties cannot 
take effect until these ‘‘ conventional ’’ rates are revised or 
abrogated. The Law provides, therefore, for an increase 
in the consumption tax on sugar from 10 to 16 gold kr. per 
100 kilogs., and imported sugar is to be subject to the 
difference between the new 1nd increased tax in addition 
to paying the ‘‘ conventional ’’ import duties. Actually the 
duties on the three classes of sugar in question (on import 
into Austria) are to be 37, 28 and 22 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. 
respectively. 


The new duties are to remain effective so long as the duty 
and tax free price of refined crystallised sugar of foreign 
origin at the Lundenburg frontier does not exceed 465 sch. 
per 100 kilogs. In the event of price exceeding that figure 
the duty and tax may be correspondingly reduced to their 
former level. 





CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


DRAWBACK OF CERTAIN TAXES TO MANU- 
FACTURERS OF EXPORT GOODS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
has forwarded copy and translation of a Law, dated 22nd 
November and effective as from 14th December, which 
authorises the Ministry of Finance to refund to concerns 
producing goods for export, or to associations of such 
concerns, (1) the turnover or luxury turnover tax paid on 
delivery of raw materials or semi-manufactured goods 
used by such concerns for the production of such goods 
or as packing therefor, and (2) the transport tax on the 
transport of goods to foreign countries or on the transport 
of raw materials and semi-manufactured goods used for the 
production of goods to be exported. 

Refund of these taxes will only be made if the levy of 
the taxes endangers the competitive capacity of an in- 
dustry producing for export.

FRANCE. 


IMPORT AND EXPORT OF NARCOTICS. 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 15th December 
contains a Decree, dated 12th December, to control the 
import, export, warehousing, etc., of narcotics in accord- 
ance with the Geneva Convention of 1925. Import, 
export, etc., licences are required, and will only be granted 
to persons on a special list drawn up by the Service de la 
Répression des Fraudes (Bureau des Stupéfiants). The 
drugs which are subject to the control are crude opium, 
opium powder, opium extract, morphine and its salts, 
diacetylmorphine (heroin) and its salts, benzoylmorphines 
(peronine) and their salts, hydrocodeinone (dicodide) and 
its salts, dihydroxycodeinone (eucodal) and its salts, coca 
leaves, crude cocaine, ecgonine, cocaine and its salts, 
Indian hemp, resin of Indian hemp and preparations with 
a base of this resin, extract and tincture of Indian hemp, 
and all preparations, whether or not figuring in a pharma- 
copeia, containing any proportion of diacetylmorphine, 
more than one thousandth part of cocaine, or more than 
two thousandths part of morphine, benzoylmorphine, 
hydrocodeinone or dihydroxycodeinone.

GERMANY. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON SUGAR. 


The Board of Trade have now received copy and transla- 
tion of the Law of 14th December providing for the in- 
creased Customs duty on sugar imported into Germany, 
reported in last weck’s issue of this ‘‘ Journal.’? The duty 
on sugar for consumption is increased from 15 to 25 RM. 
per 100 kilogs. Other solid or liquid beet and cane sugar 
of all kinds, fiillmassen and sugar drainings (except 
molasses), beetroot and maple juice are subject to an 
increased duty of 21 RM. per 100 kilogs. The duty on 
molasses remains at 4 RM. per 100 kilogs. Should the 
average price of ground ‘‘ melis’’ on the Magdeburg Ex- 
change, for prompt delivery, without tax or sack, for one 
month exceed 21 RM. per 50 kilogs., or if no such price is 
quoted on that Exchange for more than a month, the above 
duties of 25 and 21 RM. will be reduced to 10 and 8 RM. 
respectively. These latter duties may also be applied, 
even if the price on the Magdeburg Exchange does not 
exceed 21 RM. on the average for one month, if an appre- 
ciable proportion of the sugar needed for home consump- 
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tion has had to be purchased by the factories at prices 
which were above 21 RM. on the monthly average, allowing 
for the freights which have to be paid by the different 
factories. 

The Law came into force on 18th December and is to 
remain operative until 3lst December, 1931. 





HUNGARY. 


CERTAIN CUSTOMS DUTIES TEMPORARILY 
AMENDED. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Buda- 
Pest has forwarded translation of a Decree (No. 5220/1928 
M.E.), dated 29th November, in virtue of which the import 
duties on certain classes of goods have been temporarily 
suspended or modified. 

The following goods are exempt from duty until further 
notice, viz. :— 


Sodium-meta-antimoniate; acid of camphor; and stramin 
fabrics (open starched cotton fabrics, containing 8 to 12 
threads in warp and weft per square centimetre, with a 
large space between every two warp and weft threads) used 
for cross-stitch embroidery by industrial undertakings, 
corresponding to samples deposited, and imported under 
special permit and subject to conditions and control; 
malonic di-ethyl ester for the pharmaceutical chemical 
industry (under permit and control). 


Ten per cent. of the nominal duties is payable on:— 


Acetic acid anhydride (glacial acetic acid) for the use of 
the pharmaceutical chemical industry; and gramophone 
driving mechanisms for gramophone factories—in both 
cases subject to special permit and conditions and control 
laid down by ordinance; as from Ist March, 1929, common, 
not smooth, lignine newsprint paper in rolls weighing not 
more than 50 grs. per sq. metre, provided that it contains 
watermark lines 6 to 8 cms. apart and its use for news- 
papers printed on the rotary press is proved (such paper 
used for other purposes is subject to the full Tariff duty) ; 
wire (copper, brass, etc.) with a diameter of less than 
1 mm., cemented or silvered, used for the manufacture of 
‘“‘Jeonisch ’’ yarns (under permit and control). 


The following goods, hitherto subject to temporarily 
reduced duties, are now dutiable at the full Tariff rates, 
V1Z. :— 

Paper in rolls for match boxes; unbleached cotton tissues 
of yarns twisted more than five times; rough-edged India 
paper; paper diagonally cut for envelope factories. 

Cotton tulle imported under permit and control is to pay 
a duty of 200 gold kr. per 100 kilogs. 


The following regulations apply in respect of printing 
paper under Tariff No. 497(b) :— 


During 1929, 1,550 metric tons, and during subsequent 
years 1,250 metric tons of paper for printing newspapers, 
technical papers, clerical and scientific periodicals, may be 
imported at a reduced rate of duty, viz., unsmoothed print- 
ing paper weighing not more than 55 grs. per sq. metre, 
0-60 gold kr. per 100 kilogs.; smooth printing paper, 1-80 
gold kr. per 100 kilogs. On proof being submitted to the 
Customs Central Office, the difference between the above 
and the nominal duty (paid on import) will be refunded to 
the importer. 





JAPAN. 


PROHIBITION ON IMPORT OF RICE AND 
PADDY EXTENDED. 


H.M. Ambassador at Tokyo reports, by telegraph, that 
the prohibition on the importation of rice and paddy into 
Japan, Korea and Formosa, which was imposed in March 
last and continued in force until 3lst December, 1928, 
except under licence, has been further extended to 31st 
December, 1929. 





POLAND (DANZIG). 


REDUCED EXPORT DUTIES ON CERTAIN 
GOODS: GOODS EXPORTED FROM DANZIG. 


H.M. Consul at Danzig reports that certain quantities 
of specified goods, if produced in the Free City and ex- 
ported during the year Ist April, 1928-3lst March, 1929, 
will be subject to reduced export duties or exempt from 
payment of any export duty. The goods affected include 
ryeflour, bran, bones, raw hides and skins, gas tar, slag 
(containing zinc, lead or copper), scrap metals, phosphor 
bronze, rags and waste paper, and glycerine lye.

MINOR TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo ’’ (Lisbon) for 17th December 
contains two Decrees (Nos. 16, 240-1) of the same date 
which introduce the following new headings in the Portu- 
guese Customs Tariff, viz. :— 

Waste of any kind of fibre, for cleaning machinery 
(No. 329c)—duty 0-4 centavo (gold) per kilog. under the 
‘Minimum ”’ Tariff and 0-6 centavo under the ‘‘ Maxi- 
mum ”’ Tariff; 

Refined coconut oil (No. 517a)—duty 6 centavos (gold) 
per kilog. under the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff and twice that 
amount under the ‘‘ Maximum ”’ Tariff. 





SPAIN. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of telegraphic information from H.M. Ambassador 
at Madrid to the effect that a Decree was published in the 
‘‘Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 30th December, fixing revised 
‘‘ Second Column ”’ rates of duty for a large number of 
goods for which reduced ‘‘ Treaty ’’ rates were in force up 
to 3lst December under Commercial Conventions between 
Spain and certain other countries. The present Decree 
has been issued in accordance with Article 2 of the Royal 
Decree of 29th November last (see the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 6th 
December, page 733). 


It is understood that for the great majority of the Tariff 
categories hitherto covered by ‘‘ Treaty ’’ duties, the effect 
of the new Decree is to incorporate in the ‘‘ Second 
Column ’’ of the Tariff either the former ‘‘ Treaty ’’ rates 
or rates intermediate between the former ‘‘ Treaty ”’ ard 
‘* Second Column ”’ duties. 


The former ‘‘ Treaty ’’ rates are maintained in force (as 
part, now, of the ‘‘ Second Column ”’ of the Tariff which 
is to remain in force until lst October next), in respect of 
the following goods (among others) in which the United 
Kingdom trade with Spain is interested—the Tariff 
numbers being given within brackets. 


Fine carbon steel (258); special alloy steels (259); iron 
and steel wire rope (329-330); files and rasps (363); metal- 
working machine tools (537-538); machinery not specially 
mentioned in the Tariff (591-593); motor cycles (722); linen 
and hemp yarns (1186-1187); cordage (1193); salted cod 
(1327); tyres and covers (1499-1500). For sanitary earthen- 
ware (Tariff No. 86) the ‘‘ Treaty ’’ rate is maintained, 
but will be assessed on gross weight less an official tare 
allowance, instead of on net weight as hitherto. 


It is hoped te publish in next week’s issue of the 
* Journal ’’ full details of the new Decree, the text of 
which has not yet been received in the Board of Trade.

BRAZIL. 


PROPOSED INCREASED DUTIES ON COTTON 
MANUFACTURES. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of telegraphic information from H.M. Ambassador 
at Rio de Janeiro to the effect that the Bill for the 
revision of the Brazilian Customs duties on cotton manu- 
factures (see the notice in the ‘“ Journal’’ of 20th 
December, pages 791-792), as amended by the Chamber of 
Deputies, has been passed by that body, and was ex- 
pected to pass the Senate on 29th December. Amendments 
of the original Bill providing for certain increases of 
duty higher than those at first proposed were approved in 
special Session on Christmas Day. The amendments of the 
original Bill are understood to be as follows :— 

(a) The proposed duties on the finest goods (the 
first three divisions of Tariff No. 472), which cannot 
be made in Brazil, are reduced;

(6) Further increases of duty are only imposed on 
medium weight goods (including apparently white 
tricolines, luisines, voiles). 

Detailed information as to the provisions of the 
amended Bill will be published in this ‘‘ Journal’’ as 
soon as the necessary particulars are received in the Board 
of Trade. 





ROUMANIA. 





PROPOSED TARIFF REVISION. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that the new Roumanian Government have 
announced their intention of proceeding immediately with 
the establishment of an Import Tariff which will be in 
harmony with the interests of all producing and consuming 
classes in the country. As a preliminary measure the 
Ministry of Industry and Commerce are taking steps to 
collect information as to the wholesale and retail prices 
abroad of various industrial products of the principal 
manufacturing countries, and the export prices of these 
products, and as to the prices of the same products in 
Roumania. 

[t is expected that the new Customs Tariff will be ready 
next spring.
